Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1922.  In  conformity 
with  your  instructions,  it  is  reduced  to  a minimum. 

The  total  annual  rate  of  mortality  from  all  the  zymotic  diseases, 
namely,  typhoid  and  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  measles,  whooping 
cough,  diarrhoea  and  small-pox,  during  the  year,  was  0.39.  A 
reference  to  Table  6,  printed  on  page  39  post,  will  show  that  in  the 
past  it  was  by  no  means  an  uncommon  thing  for  a single  one  of  these 
diseases  to  cause  a heavier  mortality. 

The  systematic  work  for  the  reduction  of  Infant  Mortality  in 
the  Borough  came  into  full  operation  in  1907.  From  the  year  1880  to 
1906  the  mean  annual  death  rate  among  infants  from  diarrhoea  was 
0.38.  From  1907  to  1922  it  was  0.25.  This  single  fact  is  justification 
for  all  the  work  that  has  been  done,  and  all  the  expenditure  involved.

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NURSING  ARRANGEMENTS,  HOSPITALS  AND  OTHER 
INSTITUTIONS  IN  THE  DISTRICT. 

Professional  Nursing  for  sick  infants  in  the  home  was  provided 
hy  the  Sanitary  Authority  until  August,  1922.  The  work  was  then 
taken  over  by  the  Queen  Victoria  Nursing  Association. 

Nlidwives  arc  not  employed  or  subsidised  by  the  Sanitary 
Authority.  Tn  the  year  under  review.  30  midwives-  21  trained  and 
9 untrained — notified  their  intention  to  practise  in  the  Borough. 

Altogether  there  were  1,263  out  of  a total  of  1,795  notified  births 
attended  by  midwives.  A doctor  was  present  in  255  of  these  cases, 
being  engaged  beforehand  in  136  instances  and  sent  for  on  account  of 
abnormalities  in  119  cases.  The  midwives  undertook  1.008  cases 
without  medical  aid. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

Consultation  for  infants  is  held  one  afternoon  weekly  at  the 
Public  Health  Department,  where  infants  are  weighed  and  examined, 
and  advice  given  as  to  their  feeding  and  care — 1.454  attendances 

were  made  during  the  vear. 

° » 

Ante-natal  clinics  are  not  held  (but  vide  post  notification  of 
pregnancy). 

Day  Nursery. 

This  was  closed  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  on  July  31st,  1922. 

School  Clinic. 

This  is  conducted  on  the  premises  of  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment, is  open  each  afternoon  for  the  treatment  of  minor  ailments,  and 
two  half-days  a week  and  by  special  appointment  for  consultations 
and  examinations.  Two  clinic  rooms  and  one  waiting  room  is  pro- 
vided, with  an  additional  waiting  room  on  the  premises  of  the 
Congregational  Church  for  special  days.  The  clinic  is  maintained  by 
the  Education  Authority,  and  is  under  the  superintendence  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  co-operation  with  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment is  therefore  complete. 

Tuberculosis. 

One  dispensary  is  provided  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  at  which 
two  clinics  are  held  weekly.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  the 
Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  is  assisted  by  the  Assistant  Medical 
Officers  of  Health.  The  least  satisfactory  feature  of  this  phase 


of  the  Public  Health  Work  is  the  late  period  at  which  not  ideations  of 
Tuberculosis  are  received.  During  the  period  under  review,  two 
entries  in  the  death  returns  of  persons  who  had  died  from  I ubereulosis 
were  the  first  intimation  to  the  Sanitary  Authority  of  the  occurrence 
of  these  cases.  The  total  number  of  deaths  from  Tuberculosis  was 
103. 

Venereal  Diseases. 

The  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary  is  used  as  the  treatment  centre 
for  Venereal  Diseases.  Four  clinics  are  held  weekly—  two  for  males 
and  two  for  females.  Four  beds  are  provided  for  in-patients— two 
in  a male  ward  and  two  in  a female  ward. 

Two  Medical  Officers  take  charge  of  the  clinic— Doctor  A.  L. 
McCully  for  the  male  department  and  Doctor  J.  C.  Miller  for  the 
female  department.  An  additional  part-time  staff  is  provided  con- 
sisting of  nurse,  clerk,  dispenser  and  male  attendant. 

The  number  of  cases  from  the  County  Borough  of  Huddersfield, 
who  attended  the  clinic  during  the  period  under  review,  were  233 
males  and  168  females,  total  401. 

HOSPITALS  AND  INSTITUTIONS. 

(1)  Tuberculosis. 

A residential  institution — Bradley  Wood  Sanatorium — is  super- 
intended by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Doctor  R.  C.  Poyser  is 
Resident  Medical  Officer. 

The  main  block  of  the  Sanatorium  contains  44  beds  for  aclnlt 
cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  No  accommodation  is  provided 
for  the  treatment  of  Non-Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  adults.  One 
block  of  the  Sanatorium — built  and  equipped  by  the  late  John  Sykes. 
Esq.,  and  maintained  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  contains  24  beds 
for  Surgical  Tuberculosis  in  children. 

(2)  Maternity. 

A pavilion  in  the  grounds  of  the  .Mill  Hill  Sanatorium  is  equipped 
fora  Maternity  Ward  of  12  beds.  Cases  art'  received  when  the  accom- 
modation at  home  is  not  suitable  for  the  confinement. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  has  provided  no  institution  or 
scheme  for  dealing  with  unmarried  mothers.  'Plus  is  dealt  with  on  a 
small  scale,  voluntarily,  at  St.  Katherine's  Hostel.  New  North  Road. 

Abnormal  cases  of  confinement  are  admitted  to  the  Roval 
Infirmary.

Laboratory  Work. 

I he  Laboratory  at  the  Public  Health  Department  has  been  of 
service  both  in  the  Preventative  and  Clinical  Work  of  the  Department. 
During  the  year  1.220  specimens  were  examined.  Of  these  46.65% 
specimens  were  received  from  private  practioners,  22.78%  from  the 
Medical  Superintendent  of  Hospitals  from  Mill,  Hill  Sanatorium. 
L>.74%  from  the  Resident  Medical  Officer  at  Bradley  Wood 
Sanatorium,  0.49%  from  the  Huddersfield  Royal  Infirmary,  and  the 
balance  forming  15.33%  representing  various  specimens  obtained  by 
one  or  other  member  of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  in 
the  course  of  routine  duty. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

A scheme  of  voluntary  notification  of  pregnancy  was  instituted 
in  1916.  During  the  period  under  review,  559  notifications  were 
received. 

Fach  case  is  visited  by  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  subsequent  re-visits  are  made  where  necessary.  Advice  is  given 
and  where  medical  treatment  is  considered  necessary,  the  patient 
is  referred  fo  her  family  doctor. 

All  notified  births  are  visited  and  re-visited  by  the  Assistant 
Medical  ( )ffic  ers  of  Health  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  notification  of 
birt  h. 

Sick  babies  are  nursed  continuously  in  their  own  homes  by  the 
Queen  Victoria  Nurses  under  the  direction  of  the*  family  doctor.

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Three  home  helps  housekeepers  are  employed  to  take 
the  household  duties  in  the  homes  of  maternity  eases,  and  two  daily 
assistants  charwomen  for  washing  and  heavy  cleaning. 

Puerperal  Fever.
